DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on November 20, 2003 has been entered and 
acknowledged by the examiner. Claim 1 has been amended and claim 3 has been 
cancelled. 

Examiner's Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 2, 4-14 and 17 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the applicant 
has perfected the foreign priority to overcome the Miller reference, USPN 6,155,699. 
Therefore the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the combination of limitations 
as set forth in independent claims 1 and 17, and specifically comprising the limitation of 
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Art Unit: 2879 

the LED light source having an LED encapsulated in a resin which forms a convex 
surface abutting a concave surface of a lens, where the convex surface of the 
encapsulating resin is formed of points that are equidistant from the LED.
